1 . In response to applicant's argument filed on 16 August 2006. The applicant's 
argument, see pages 10-12, with respect to the previous claims 3-6 and 13-35 has been 
fully considered and is persuasive. The rejection of claims 3-6 and 13-35 is withdrawn. 

2. Claims 3-6 and 1 3-35 are allowed. 

3. The prior arts made of record and not relied upon are considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kaji et al (US 3,883,778) discloses a driving apparatus for a 
display element comprises a plurality of sources for generating pulse width modulated 
pulse signals (see the abstract). Amano (US 4,021,607) discloses video display system 
employing driver pulse of variable amplitude and width (see the abstract). Mizushima 
(US 4,193,095) discloses driver system of memory type gray-scale display panel, and a 
circuit arrangement for increasing or decreasing the respective widths (see the 
abstract). Clerc et al (US 4,427,979) discloses process for the control of an optical 
characteristic of a material by signals of increasing time periods (see the abstract). 
Yamazaki et al (US 6,326,941) discloses a method of driving for TFT-LCD by applying 
variation in pulses height and width to each picture (see the abstract).
